LAS VEGAS, N. M., June 27.—Sat 
urday night, as a man named B. H. 
Hutter was walking with his wife, an 
Indian desperado, known as Navajo 
Frank, threw a lariat around Butter's 
neck, put spurs to his horse and rode 
off at a fearful gait, dragging Huttar 
over the rocky street for one hundred 
yards or more. The shock cam e so 
suddenly that Hucter had no time to 
take in the situation, the lariat being 
so tight around his neck that his face 
became black. About one hundred 
yards from the spot where he was las- 
soed, a bystander pulled a revolver 
and shot at the Indian, ^ho then 
drew a knife and cut the lariat near 
the 
pommel of his saddle. 
Hutler 
was left lying in the street. 
He was 
terribly bruised and mangled, his long 
beard being entirely pulled out. 
The 
fiendish Indian made his escape but 
in a very short time a mounted posse 
of men captured him, brought him to 
this city and placed him in jaiJ. 
Yesterday between 12 and 1 o'clock a 
crowd of citizens assembled at the jail, 
demanded the relears of the prisoner, 
but were refused. They entered the 
jail by force, the cell keys were hand- 
ed over and Navajo Frank taken out 
and after desperate ie«8tence by him, 
rope was put around his neck. 
He 
was taken to a telegraph pole where 
the noose was tightened and he was 
hoisted up and left dauglin;5 in the 
air.

At Talmadge, Marysville, Avooa 
and other points, the storm wrought 
destruction. 
Men were killed at Tal 
madge, crops were leveled in all direc- 
tions. At St Joe, Mo., the depot 
was unroofed, and at Lathrop, several 
houses raised from the ground. 


The damage to crops in Nebraska 
amounts, according to different esti- 
maU^H, to three quarters of a million. 
The loss in Omaha is $300,000. 
The loss about Qeneseo, III., is about 
$15,000. 


The great bulk of losses reem to have 
been on farmers and are very slow in 
coming to light.

The Street Obstruction Petition 
of the Nicicei Plated Road. 


To night the common council will 
be called on to take action on the 
petition of the New York, Chicago 
and St. Louis railroad company, ask- 
ing permission to obstruct Clinton 
street for twenty minutes at a time 
whenever the length of its passenger 
trains makes it impossible to confine 
them within one square. 
We do not 
know that there will be any objection 
the request, and there certainly 
should not be, ioasmuch as the busi- 
ness men of the city and the citizens 
generally favor the granting of the 
petition. There is a law which makes 
punishable to obstruct public high 
ways, but the spirit of that enact- 
ment only intends that it shall be ex- 
ercised where su -h public highway is 


ructed to the detriment of ¡he 


business anu travel of the people. 
In this instance 
no 
such 
pos- 
sibility menaces public interests or 
business, but it greatly enhances both, 
for the refusal of t&e petition will 
simply drive the railroad company 
outside the city limits and result in 
the establishment of another suburb, 
which will not contribute to the taxa- 
tion fund of the city. In construin g 
laws, such as partake of the nature of 
transitory obstruction of streets, the 
general good and welfare of the peo- 
ple should be sufficient to govern 
action thereon. 
Public necessity de- 
mands that the petition of the road be 
granted.

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THE PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 


By request of committee of twenty 
appointed by the democrats of tlie 
city to secure a just apportionment 
of delegates in county conventions, 
we publish the plan of organization 
adopted at the democratic county con- 
vention held at the court house in the 
city of Fort Wayne on the 10th day 
of May, 1845. 


Schuyler Sheeler, esq., of Perry 
township, in the chair, and Edward 
F. Oolerick, of Wayne, and William 
S. Reid, of St. Joseph townshipa, act- 
ing as secretaries. 


On motion of Ool. Nathaniel A. 
Woodward, of Aboite, a committee of 
five was appointed by the chair to re- 
port a syatera for organizfttion of the 
democrats of Allen county, Ind., who 
afterwards submitted a report, and 
with the amendment« subsequently 
made thereto in 1860 and on the 14 th 
day of December, 1867, is as follows: 


1. The democrat» of Allen county, 
Ind., are required to meet biennially 
at the usual place of holding elections 
in tbelr respective townshipi and pre- 
cinctf, or Ht such other place as their 
township committee may direct on 
the day, and at an hour to be named 
by the democratic county central 
committee and appoint delegates to the 
county convention, and the persons 
so designated shall conMtitute the 
democratic county convention for the 
two years ensuing. 


2. It shall be the duty of the cen- 
tral committee, at least twenty days 
prior to the time appointed for tbe 
township meetings, to issue a notice 
or call for a democratic county con- 
vention, which shall be sent to the 
township committee of each township 
and precinct, and it shall state the 
day and hour at which the township 
meetings are to be held, the object 
for which said county convention is 
called and tbe number of delegates 
each township and precinct will be 
authorized to send to such county 
convention. 


3. Until other vise ordered by a 
two-third vote at a regular democratic 
county convention, the said county 
convention shall be constituted as fol 
lows: The democrats of each town- 
ship, precinct and ward shall meet on 
the day and at the hour designated 
by the county central committee, and 
select the number of delegates to 
which their township precinct 
or 
ward is entitled, and said delegates 
shall be apportioned according to the 
democratic vote in the several town- 
ships and precincts which the county 
committee shall ascertain by dividing 
the entire democratic vote of said 
county cast at the last presidential 
or (governor) or preceding general 
state election with a number or de 
viser not less than one hundred and 
twenty five, nor over two hundred 
and twenty-five, and each township 
and precinct shall send one delegate 
for the ratio so found, and one addi- 
tional delegate where the fraction is 
equal to or exceeds one-half of the 
ratio, provided however^ the 
whole 
number of delegates to any county 
convention shall not be reduced be- 
low one hundred and twenty or ever 
be increased beyond one hundred and 
sixty, but each township and precinct 
shall have at least three, and no town- 
ship except Wayne shall have as« 
signed to it over tweaty delegates 
1860. 


4. That the township of Wayne 
shall be entitled to send forty (40) 
delegates to the democratic county con* 
vention. Provided that the democratic 
central committee of 
the 
county 
shall have power to apportion tbe 
said forty delegates among the re- 
spectiTe election precincts and wards 
in said township of Wayne as they 
may deein necessary and pioper; Pro» 
vided furthery nnerthdeu^ that each 
and «very of the said election prednots 
and waras into which said township of 
Wayne may be divided shall hereafter 
have aiwgned severally to each of the 
same not le^o than three dt legat(» As 
heretofore proTided in the tsase of the 
townships in the original plan of or- 
ganization 1867. 


5. When any of tfae delegates ap« 
pointed fail to attend the connty oon- 
•enlion, tbe person S9 laiii^ shall 
bi^Te peirer :to appoint a snlistitnte, 
and in ease he iaib or neglects lo do 
•0 the other dokgatei uttondiBg t m 
anChoriied to

and not ter townsliipe, and a majority 
of aU voiing shall tie necessary to de- 
cide any'question, or to mj^«a nom' 
ination. 


7. A county central committee, to 
consist of seven persons and a town- 
ship comuiittee of three in each town- 
ship, shall be appointed at each bien- 
nial county convention to serve for 
the two years and where the county 
convention shall neglect to name said 
committee, the old committee shall 
continue to act as such until others 
are appointed in their places with 
full power to fill all vacancies in their 
own bodies. 


The 
following amendment 
was 
adopted in the county convention of 
June 22, 1878 


8. Besolyed, That hereafter the 
democratic county central committee 
shall consist of one member from 
each township, voting precinct and 
ward in said Allen county and that 
the members of said committee be 
chosen by the democratic voters in 
each township, precinct or ward, or by 
the delegates of the different town- 
f Hips, wards or voting precincts in the 
county convention on the day of the 
meeting of said county convention 
whose name shall be reported to tbe 
chairman ot the said county conven- 
tion and he shall appoint a day when 
the said county committee shall meet 
to organise by electing a chairman, 
secretary and such other oflScers of 
said committee as they may deter- 
mine.

or 
the 
person 
entitled 
to the possession thereof shall pay to 
the poundmaster the sum of one dollar, 
together with fifty cents iHjr day for every 
day such animal shall be kept by the 
poundmaster. And In case the person en- 
titled to the pos.'^csiiion of such animal 
shall not, within five days from tlie time 
of vso taking into cu.stody, pay the afore- 
said charges and take it away, it shall l>e 
the duty of the poumirnaster to sell the 
same at public auction by giving ten days 
public notice of such sale by posting tiie 
same up in at least thrt^e of tlie most pub- 
lie places In tbe city of Fort Wayne. And 
it Khali also be the duty of such pound- 
niiuster to give at least five days notice of 
sucli sale to the owner of such animal, 
when known; but if any such animal 
shall be redeemed by paylngtot-iepo ind- 
master said fees and expenses for suste- 
nance, as herein provided, at any time 
l>efore they are actually sold, the same 
shall be released by the poundmaster. 


Sec. 5. 
The said poundmastel- shall 
keep a book, to be provided by tbe city, 
in wliicii he siiaii enter as minutely as 
practicable, a full description or every 
animal taken from the streets, alleys or 
t>ublic places of the city; the locality 
irom which the animal was taken; the 
name of the owner, if known, or when 
ascertained, and the day and hour wiien 
impounded, keeping in said book au ac- 
curate account and record of all his do- 
ings and proceedinK In tiie premises. At 
the end of each and every month he shall 
make a full rvport to the Common Coun- 
cil ol Haiti city of all his dolntis and of all 
moueys by him colle-ted under the pro- 
vl.sloris of this ordinance, which report 
shull t>e verified by oath. He shall pay 
all moneys paid to or collected by him 
niidfir the provisions of tlils ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, for the use of 
said city, and the Tretisurer's receipt for 
the Slime shall accompany each monthly 
leport. 


S«c. 6. The City Marshal shall keep in 
his office a book to be called ttie "Com- 
plaint Book," and to be provided by the 
city, in which he snail enter all com- 
plaints made to him in regard to animals 
found running at large contrary to tiie 
provisions of this ordinance, giving the 
name and residence of the complainant. 
Any citizen may enter for himself a com- 
plaint in said book. It shall be the duty 
of the Chief of Police, or 
ny member of 
tlie police fOice, or the Marshal of said 
city, to give said poundmaster, either by 
personal notice, or by entering the same 
In the complaint book, notice of aU ani- 
mals seen by them running at large in 
the streets or alleys of the city, in viola- 
tion of this ordlnarioe. It shall be the 
duty of the poundmaster to daily Inspect 
tlie book of complaints, and to give im- 
mediate attention to all complaints there- 
in entered, or that may be made to him- 
self In person.

Any person or persons who 
shall hinder, obstruct or delay the pound- 
ma.ster or his assistants In taking into 
custody au.N animal found running at 
large contrary to the provisions of this 
ordinance, on conviction thereof,shall be 
guuished by a fine of not exceeding oae 


undred dollars and costs of prosecution, 
or by imprisonment in th city prison or 
the common Jail of the County of Allen, 
in the discretion of the court or magis-
